WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (UP),— 
The Public Health Service today 
reported an increase in influenza 
cases. During the week ended Feb. 
3, state health officers reported 17,- 
461 cases compared with 13,242 in 
the preceding week: 

The number of cases, it was said, 
do not represent a severe epidemic 
and very few appear to be develop- 
ing into pneumonia. Accordingly, 
the mortality rate for the cases re- 
ported so far was negligible. 

The highest incidence was cen- 
tered in the south Atlantic and 
south central states with Texas, 
Virginia, Alabama and Oklahoma 
showing the most marked increases 
last week,

Intro- 
ducing as evidence the New Jersey 
city’s birth-entry book, Dunnigan 
put a line of questions to Beck to 
cast doubt on the genuineness of 
the entry. Beck said the entry 
books were kept in a safe but that 
they were accessible to persons for 
reference. 

He further thought that entry of 
Wiener's birth in different colcred 
ink cast suspicion. Then, to put 
some backing to his suspicions, he

from Sailing War Cargo to France; 


Crew Given Run-Around 


Captain Stanislas Cougoukakis, who has been holding 
the crew of the Greek freighter Halcyon prisoner aboard 
the ship for a week, is going to be delayed for a spell in 
getting a cargo of war supplies to France. 

In other words, like the Yanks, the Greeks are not 


coming either. 

Yesterday William L. Standard, 
counsel for the National Maritime 
Union, libelled the vessels in the 
name of several members of the 
crew who have refused to sail the 
ship to war zones and want to be 
paid off. 

The Halcyon is tied up at the 
Robbins Drydock in Erie Basin. 

The action was taken after a week 
of effort by D. Nicas, president of 
the Spartacus Greek Workers Club 
who had received an appeal for 
help from the crew which was sent 
from Bermuda. Nicas was denied 
permission to board the vessel, but 
found ways of getting in touch with 
the seamen in spite of several privte 
detectives aboard the ship, an eight 
hour watch of New York City po- 
lice, various federal officials and a 
large assortment of yard guards at 
the drydock. 


SHIP LOG TELLS TALE 


The log of the Halcyon since she 
sailed from Pireus, Greece, Decem- 
ber 6, tells a story of vile working 
conditions and inedible food, im- 
prisonment and deceit on the part 
of the ship’s owners. 

The vesse] flies the Panamanian 
flag and so th@ crew, although they 
signed on in a government shipping 
office in Pireus were not given 
Greek wages, poor as they are. 
Their union is illegal. 

The crew was told that the ship 
was bound for Galveston, Texas, 
“some other ports” and then would 
return to Greece. They were ex- 
pressly told that they would not 
be asked to take the ship into the 
War zones. 

However, the first port the ship 
entered, Gibraltar is British and 
therefore in the war zones. The 
second port was Bermuda, 


British and also a war zone. 

It was forty days before they 
reached Bermuda, however, and five 
days before they arrived the coal 
ran out and the crew spent day and 
night sawing up hatch covers and 
everything else aboard that would 
burn so they could make steam 
enough to bring the vessel in. 

SKIPPER OPENS HIS PURSE 

In Bermuda they demanded to be 
paid off on the basis that the ar- 
ticles they had signed were nullified 
by entry into a war zone. The Cap- 
tain agreed to pay them’ Greek 
wages from the time they entered 
Bermuda and a war bonus if it were 


agreed upon reaching New York 
that Bermuda were “really a war 
zone.” 


He also opened his purse and al- 
lowed them to draw eighty cents 
apiece with which to go ashore and 
see the town. . 

The seamen appealed to the 
Greek consul there for aid, but were 
told that since the ship was under 
the Panamanian flag he could not 
take jurisdiction. 

It was this fact, however, which 
permitted the action in New York. 
The United States has no treaty 
with Panama and therefore the 
Federal Courts here have entered 
the picture. 

The crew is suing for wages, 
overtime, war bonus for the time 
spent in Bermuda and to be paid 
off. They don’t want to sail the 
ship to France.

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Secretary Hull’s Letter 
On U. S.-Soviet Relations 


*® The letter on U. S.-Sovief relations which 
‘Secretary Hull sent to Senator Pittman was 
an unwarranted and provocative move 
against America’s peaceful relations with a 
‘friendly power. 

It is no wonder that the press eagerly 
seized upon it for the immediate political 
‘purpose of whipping up sentiment for war 
‘loans to Finland’s White Guard regime, and 
war sentiment against the Soviet Union. 

The collaboration of Hull is not lessened 
by the fact that an actual examination of 
his letter does not reveal any of the scarify- 
ing “crimes” which the press trumped 
throughout the land in puffed up headlines. 

There was an obvious intention of draw- 
ing as black a picture of U. S.-Sovict rela- 
tions as possible. All that Secretary Hull 
could muster, however, was the untenable 
complaint by the Government against the 
Seventh World Congress of all the Commu- 
Hist Parties in 1935 (Secretary Hull could 
‘with the same “logic” condemn the A. F. 
of L. for sending delegates to the Amster- 
dam meeting of the International Federation 
of Trade Unions and charge Holland with 
“interfering in U. §. affairs’), a vague refeér- 
ence to the Rubens case involving a shady 
conspirator, and the discussion of debts 
which were broken off admittedly at the 
anitiative of the United States. 

Secretary Hull is forced to admit that 
even in the case of alleged mistreatment of 
-American citizens growing out of the Rubens 
‘case, “at the present time, so far as this 
government is aware, no American citizens 
are under detention in the Soviet Union. . .” 

The Secretary of State must grant fur- 
‘ther that “This government has not had oc- 
‘easion to.make representations to the Soviet 
‘Government for violations of any other obli- 
gations assumed by the Soviet Government 
in the agreement of Nov. 16, 1933.” 

The whole matter of “violations,” so fev- 
érishly exaggerated in the press, turns out 
to be pretty small potatoes. In fact, the 
relations between the United States and 
other powers, Britain and Japan, for exam- 
ple, shows far more examples of friction, 
‘antagonisms, and unfinished disputes than 
“was ever the case with the Soviet Union. 
-.. Secretary Hull could not but be aware 
ofthe use which his timed letter would be 
put to. He is, therefore, aiding the viciously 
_reactionary forces in the U. S. striving to 
disrupt the peaceful relations of the two 
nations. It is from this point of view that 
the American people as a whole, desiring 
peace for their country with all powers, will 
condemn Secretary Hull’s action as a pro- 
vocation against America’s peace.

.-Turkey demonstrated its desire to ape 
‘the Mannerheim role in the recent Balkan 
conference at Belgrade. Here, active pres- 
‘gure was put upon the Balkan powers to 
compromise their neutrality in favor of 
‘the Anglo-French imperialists. “We are not 
neutral, we are merely non-belligerent for 
the moment,” was the arrogant platform of 
the Turkish delegate at Belgrade around 
which London, operating through Turkey, 
sought to drag the Balkans into the orbit of 
spreading war. 


The aggressive conspiracy of the Turkish 
Government is the same kind of thing that 
was worked out with the Finnish Govern- 
ment. The Finnish conspiracy was done 
more secretly and was masked as innocence 
suffering from “aggression.” Perhaps the 
same trick will be tried in the Near East. 
But it is clear to all thinking people that 
whatever danger of war is growing in the 
Near East, this danger comes from the pol- 
icy of the British imperialists and its allies. 


A Conservative Body Speaks 


Out Against J. Edgar Hoover 


® The blood-hound snooping of J. Edgar 
Hoover has become so outrageous that the 
Federal Civil Service Commission, an admit- 
tedly conservative body, has felt compelled 
to assail them. 

Hoover, with his characteristic Palmer 
raid methods, issued a red-baiting attack 
upon the Commission before a Housé Com- 
mittee, and asserted that it certified “Com- 
munists” for FBI jobs. (Of course, Hoover 
means by “Communists” anyone who dis- 
agrees with his vicious attacks against la- 
bor and civil rights, and his war-mongering). 

In keeping with American tradition, the 
Commission’s statement said: 

“Obviously, the principal difference be- 
tween Mr. Hoover and the Civil Service 
Commission is that Mr. Hoover wants to 
operate a civil service personally and with- 
out regard to the democratic principles 
of (a) open competition and (b) equal op- 
portunity which the American people, 
through Congress, have insisted should be 
a part of the Federal merit system. 

“The policy of the commission on this 
point is clear ... (it) could not have the 
slightest sympathy with any group or 
persons which seeks to overthrow or un- 
dermine the United States. The commis- 
sion refuses, however, to place any in- 
dividual in this category until it has evid- 
ence which would justify its action.” 


Hoover’s campaign against the Federal 
civil service system is part of his whole 
drive against labor and the Bill of Rights, 
carried on with the Administration's bless- 
ings. It means that he does not stop even 
at taking his witch-hunt against democratic 
rights into the halls of the government. The 
way to stop it is to fight every raid of the 
Administration, through the FBI, into the 
private homes, trade unions, and democratic 
liberties of the people. 


Where Does He Get 
The Authority? 


* As.we warned from the first, efforts are 
now being made to turn the justifiable pro- 
secution of the “Christian Front” terrorists 
against the most energetic fighters for civil 
liberties. 

As a result of the “Front” case, Police 
Commissioner Valentine has sent a question- 
naire to policemen asking whether they are 
members of any subversive organization. But 
it slanders the Communist Party by listing 
it as one of the “subversive” groups. 

The Communist Party is a legal organi- 
zation, legal under both State and Federal 
laws. Where does Commissioner Valentine, 
a public official, get the authority to classify 
it as a “subversive” organization? 

This is plainly an attempt to use the de- 
mands of the people for the prosecution of 
the “Front” gang, against the Communists, 
who have been the main fighters for a clean- 
up of the “Front,” the Silver Shirts and 
other terrorist bands. It looks like a smoke- 
screen for softening up on the case against 
the “Fronters.” 

Commissioner Valentine’s listing of the 
Communists is in flagrant disregard of the 
fundamental principles and laws of the coun- 
try. Isn’t it high time that it be halted, 
before every other progressive, peace-loving 
American is classified as “subversive”?

| Debunking the War of ‘Ideals’ 


® While the lecturers and the newspaper 
editors talk themselves blue in the face over 
the “ideals” in this war, each imperialist 
power is trying to stab its rival in the back 
over markets and profits. 

The trade rivalry between the United 
States and England is getting sharper be- 
hind the rosy clouds of “democracy” propa- 
ganda. The rivalry between the U. S. and 
Japan has noticeably become more bitter. 
England is trying to take advantage of this 
for her own interests in the Far East. Even 
between the Allies, England and France, 
friction is developing over the distribution 
of the juicy war trade, the munitions orders, 
and other such holy matters. 

For instance, a South American corre- 
spondent of the New York Herald Tribune, 
Mr. Edward Tomlinson, reported recently: 

“Efforts to conclude a trade agreement 
between Argentina and the United States 


have been blown up. But the real cause of 
the explosion has not been made known. 
. » « The disastrous bombs were planted by 
the small but powerful group of cattle es- 
tancieros, or ranchers, in Argentina on what 
amounted to orders direct from a European 
Government—the Government of Great Brit- 
ain. ,. . The chief feature, the underlying 
principle of the Hull Trade Agreements 
would have wrecked the entire British set- 
up.” (January 15). 

That is pretty plain speaking. It con- 
firms what the Comneunist paper in the So- 
viet Union, Pravda, remarked the other day: 
“Despite the hullabaloo about British friend- 
ship with the United States, imperialist con- 
tradictions between the United States and 
Britain and even between Britain and-France 


are by no means taken off the agenda.” (Jan. 
26). 

The imperialist robbers don’t put any 
stock in each other’s propoganda about 
“ideals” and “civilization.” They keep their 
eyes on the hard dollars, on profits and 
markets. 

But, of course, as their rivalries amongst 
themselves grow worse, they also approach 
more swiftly to their favorite dream of solv- 
ing their inner contradictions by a joint war 
against the Soviet Union, the land of Social- 
ism where the bankers can no longer feast 
on the labor of the people. 

The sharpening imperialist rivalries re- 
veal the real, imperialist character of the 
war; they also increase the menace of the 
whole world being dragged into the “holy 
crusade” of anti-Soviet war. This is. the 
basic aim of President Roosevelt's policy, 
for example. 

Meanwhile, as British propagandists of 
all stripes roam up and down the United 
States prating of their “ideals”, British im- 
perialist rivalry with the United States is 
bringing ruin to American meat producers in 
the Southwest, is wrecking the Virginia to- 
bacco market through British agreements 
with Turkey and other similar acts of “ideal- 
ism.” The fight between London and Wash- 
ington as to who shall grab the South Amer- 
ican markets and the dominating position in 
the Far East is getting hotter as the “war 
for democracy” proceeds, 

Nothing proves more clearly that the 
American people do not have a single reason 
for getting into the war than the greedy 
rivalries between London and Wall Street 
over which group of financiers shall wring

It’s Snake Medicine 
At the Finnish Front

GAN FRANCISCO.—The Moscow paper “Pravda” seems 
” to have given us a tip. It says that Finnish soldiers are 
sent into battle drunk. And that this explains their seeing 
“angels in the sky” accompanied by “Swedish Social-Demo- 
crats.” Doubtless this same kind of snake medicine is 
affecting American correspondents “at the Finnish front.” 
But this still leaves to be explained what brand is 

absorbed by editors in this country. For example, The News- 
week of Jan. 29 carries a letter of a Cleveland customer of 
John Barleycorn, who, looking at a map of Finland, saw 
“that it somewhas resembled the figure of a woman—a Lady of the 
Lakes who, smiling and gazing eastward, might be uttering these words 
from Scott's ‘Lady of the Lake’: 

“They came as fleet as forest deer, 

“We'll drive them back as tame.” 

Darned if Newsweek didn’t publish the map he sent in, whereon he 
had drawn his imaginary Lady of the Lakes, somewhat overlooking the 
fact that in Scott's romantic poem, recommended for children ‘(and 
Indians, not taxed), Sir Walter's hero had a harrowing but revealing 
dream of the fair Elien, Lady of the Lake, which is told in Canto One: 

“He sought her yielded hand to clasp, 

“And a cold gauntiet met his grasp: 

“The phantom’s sex was changed and gone, 
“Upon the head a helmet shone; 

“Slowly enlarged to giant size, 

“With darkened cheek and threatening eyes.” 


The Soviet seems to have had the same experience as James the 
Fifth. But if we can get our attention back from the middle 
the gent in Cleveland whose deliriums Newsweek put into pictures, 
mus* remind you that the faking of photographs is regularly done 
war propaganda, and such pictures are no more to be believed than 
trick movies where everything on wheels runs backward at frightful 
speed. 

The same Newsweek, and the Paramount films (taken by the 
Fascist Menken and now being shown in newsreel) show photos of 
supposed “Red prisoners taken by the Finns,” which are identifiable as 
crude fakes. The Paris studio which operated in the World War, Where 
pictures of “Belgian babies with their hands cut off by German troops,” 
did better faking. 

It had plaster of wax figures dressed in priest's robes, or as women, 
and when the camera started, men garbed in German uniform savagely 
stabbed them with bayonets—just to get YOU, and others like you, to 
spill your guts in Flanders Field for imperialism. A very dirty business, 
which you can read about in the book “Palsehoods in War Time,” by 
Ponsonby, Member of Parliament. 

Burning buildings, maybe in Milwaukee or Liverpool, are photoed. 
Then a sky full of planes is “worked in” as a bacr_round, and you 
have a swell picture to caption: “Red planes burn workers’ homes in 
Helsinki.”

But about those “Russian prisoners of the Finns,” more must be 
said. The papers are blossoming out with stories about these men. 
W. L. White tells us everything two “Russians” told him personally— 
though he understands neither Russian nor Finnish. 

Both had bibles, he says, and added that the Finnish major who 
was doing the translating, said “Most Russian prisoners carried bibles.” 
This is disappointing. For here the Pope and President Roosevelt are 
working up a “holy war” against “atheist Russia,” when along comes 
W. L. White and says most Russian soldiers carry bibles! Just like 
most American soldiers carry prophylactics! 

We think it time to debunk these fake “Russian prisoners.” Take 
it from us that those prisoners are not Russians (though many of them 
speak Russian) but Finns!

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Leave it to Tunney not to fail to contribute his sneers on the sub- 
ject of the courage of the Negro fighter. Discussing Johnson's chances 
with Joe Louis Tunney comes up with “he (Johnson) didn't like tough 
rough fellows. Jim Flynn fought him for twelve rounds at the height of 
his career and was disqualified for fouling. I can't imagine Jim Flynn 
going twelve rounds with Joe Louis, nor Tommy Burns, s light heavy- 
weight, going fourteen rounds, as he did with Johnson. Moreover, Joe 
has a finer quality of gameness than Johnson ever displayed.” 

This left-handed Tunney tribute to Joe’s courage at the ex- 

‘ pense of another marvelous Negro fighter is considerably cooled 
in a later paragraph where Joe's alleged weakness to heavy punch- 
ing is mentioned. Here Tunney inserts a significant reservation 
about Joe's courage by this comment on Joe “He's dead game, I 
THINK (my caps) but here is something about his physical make- 
up that causes him to lese his bearings when he is hit hard, takes 
out of him his swift skill and accurate dynamite.” 

There is something unique in the ability of some sport writers and 
Gene Tunney to find Pedro Montanez (a Puerto Rican Jewish Negro), 
Jack Johnson (Negro) and Joe Louis (Negro) deficient in courage. 
Speaking of courage Tunney could be asked why he considers himself an 
authority? Certainly his picking mediocre, old Tom Heeney as a chal- 
lenger for his heavyweight crown and avoiding dangerous Jack Sharkey 
does not speak too well for the Tunney brand of courage. 

The article besides the chauvinism exhibited in many lines referring 
to Louis and Johnson picks Fitzsimmons, Corbett and Dempsey to beat 
Joe Louis. Such a pick proves crass ignorance. Corbett, the willowy danc- 
ing master, would have been smeared by Louis with the first punch to 
hit him. Tunney contends Corbett would have avoided such a punch and 
outpoint Joe in a ten, or twenty-round fight. Fitzsimmons, a tough nut 
to crack was too light to withstand a Louis shelling. No one but a phony 
questions Joe's ability to flatten Corbett easily and Fitz not so easily. 
Dempsey, in my opinion, rates a two-to-one chance against Joe, although 
he would have lasted longer than Fitz and Corbett. Two to one in my 
book means two bucks of Dempsey dough wagered on the result gets 
you one dollar of Louis money. 

Running thrughout the pseudo historical erudition of Tun- 
ney'’s tome is the unmistakeable note of envy a lesser figure feels 
for his betters. This is evidenced in his attitude of sharp criticism 
of Johnson and Louis. It is hardly cricket to deride men who excel 
in one’s chosen profession. And even Bernard Gimbel together 
with all the other blue bleod admirers “Gentleman Gene” has 
wouldn't wager a dime on his chances against a Joe Louis, or a 
Jack Johnson. 

Tunney would like to be remembered as a great champion. In this 
hope he has not completely failed. He will never be remembered as a 
great fighting champion Because he never was more than a well-trained 
mechanical robot who reached the top in a lousy division through sheer 
persistence. But his opinions of top notch Negro warriors entitles him to 
the claim of ch f h chauvinist.
